legal, and cost me under $500. Mr. Soto 
will tell you without you even asking 
that he has $5000 invested in his bike, 
and has at least 2 trophies as to what a 
great machine it is. 

Soto says he was 15 minutes late at 
the finish line, and they disqualified 
him for the judging. He was actually 40 
minutes late, using the time advertised 
on the conditions given at the time of 
admission to the run. Mr. Soto rode in 
and put his bike on the judging line, and 
without checking about sign-in, he start- 
ed putting his equipment out for the 
exhibit. When he was told he was too 
late for the judging, he threw a tantrum 
that would have been disgusting if a 
three-year-old boy had tried it. I have 
never known them to hold up a race at 
Ascot or at any of the Hare and Hound 
races or anywhere else because your 
bike, or anyone else's caught fire or 
was wrecked. As to Mr. Soto putting out 
a fire or being a good Samaritan, I do 
not know. He may have put out a fire or 
gone for an ambulance, but no bike 
turned up at the finish of that run that 
looked like it had been in a fire. The 
time allowed and the time he took would 
easily have allowed him to do that and 
still make it. Instead of taking his dis- 
qualification like a sportsman, and either 
keeping quiet or going home, he stayed 
there all afternoon using abusive lan- 
guage to any of the officials who would 
listen. I do sensure the , California 
Eagles for allowing him to stay on the 
grounds and behaving himself in the way 
he did, even if they had to call a police- 
man to remove him, 

I am not a member of the Eagles nor 
any club who were helping out at that 
run, I am only writing you to keep the 
records straight. If Mr. Soto is a sports- 
man, I will withdraw my claim to ever 
being, or having been one.

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HOPETOWN STORY

Simi Ranch (Hopetown) was the scene of the first Intemational Moto-cross 
scrambles ever held in this country. The DirtDiggers Motorcycle club and the 


A.C.A. ran a great race this weekend and tumed it into a beautiful classic- 


type event. 


There are so many riders, so much to see and try to see and the track is 
so big, that it overwhelms the senses until the experience of this event is 


felt rather than written or read about. We all came home with many new im- 


pressions. 


Impressions like watching Torsten 
Hallman, the 250cc World Moto-cross 
champion from Sweden on a Husqvarna 
turning in laps faster than anyone 
has ever ridden the track before. And 
even if you had some idea in your 
mind how a World’s Champion would 
look in action, it is a thrilling ex- 
perience when you see him! Talking 
with Torsten, you’re not disappointed 
either, he behaves as all great racers 
do, polite, well-mannered and know- 
edgable about his profession. What 
about his impressions? When asked 
how he liked the track Torsten re- 
plied in almost impeccable English, 
“Т like it, but it is a little fast. The 
back section is the best because it 
is tight and rough. But here, I think 
(gesturing towards the pit straight) 
it is too fast.'" 

Malcolm Smith, the young Husq- 
varna rider and Paul Hunt were the 
only local men who could actually 
stay within real shooting distance of 
Hallman at times. Riding with con- 
sentration and a smile on his face 
but plagued with plug-foulingproblems. 
Malcolm took fourth place both days 
in the International class. The crowd 
was considerably impressed by Hall- 
man, but Malcolm was their local 
favorite! 

We were impressed also by the 
Ekin’s, Dave and Bud riding on the 
great surface we had Saturday in 
teal California weather, and then 
charging againon Sunday on the three 
solid miles of mud and slime the 
track became when it rained and 
rained and RAINED. 

The beaytiful Rickman Metisse 
machines ridden by Bud Ekins to a 
third in the International event Sun- 
day and by Walt Axthelm to first in 
the Open Expert class under cond- 
itions that couldn’t have been worse 
in Siberia. 

We thought that we were about to 
see a rider killed when in the 250 
Amateur class, the leader went over 
the handlebars in the first turn, and 
jumping up ran back through the dust 
cloud and the whole pack of riders, 
found his machine, restarted and rode 
off without one other rider hitting 
him or going down because of him! 
Incredible! 

We watched Gary Conrad’s Gre- 
eves refuse to start at the beginning 
of the 250 International heat Saturday. 
Unable totransfer to the second heat, 
Gary was allowed to ride the 250 
Expert class instead, and still the 
Greeves wouldn’t start. So Nick 
Nicholson, the Greeves distributor 
dashed down to the Town where he 
had a new Challenger on exhibit, 
fired up the brand new machine with 
zero miles on it, brought it back and 
Gary proceeded to go out and win the 
class hands down. 

Watching Steve Scott slide and 
charge around the track in hot pur- 
suit of Torsten Hallman to end up 
with second place prize money aboard 
a Bultaco which was a used bike 
that had been sitting on the floor at 
Bultaco-Western, waiting to be sold. 

The impression of watching John 
Rice who always rides like John R. 
(flat-out!) going great aboard a Hus- 
qvarna, only to be knocked out of 
the second International Moto-cross 
because some idiot had thrown a 
beer can out on the track. It wedged 
up under his rear fender stopping the 
wheel and the result was that John 
took a chin-first header into a rock 
with some stitches scheduled for the 
end of the day. 

Watching Frank Macklin, wno nas 
been out of serious competition for

quite a while (although he still plays 
in the desert) working his way up 
through the 500 Amateur-Expert class 
to first place in spite of the great 
early leads that Art Heinrich and Mike 
Chamberlain had built up. 


There were impressions at the 
mud-hole on the back straight Sun- 
day and at the incredible spectacle 
of the big-bore riders plastered in 
mud struggling through, some falling 
down or spinning out every lap while 
others seemed automatically to find 
the right path and blasted through in 
showers of mud and slop. 

Watching Hoppy Hopkins on the 
only Grand Prix Victor in these parts 
riding hard to a finish in the Inter- 
national, and although his machine 
looks like our Victors, you sense 
there is a considerable difference! 
And Paul Hunt on a Matchless G- 
80CS riding beautifully to a second 
place on his last day in the States 
before flying to Hawaii to be married 
and then on to New Zealand for the 
Moto-cross series there. 

The impression that in spite of 
all the furor going on in local racing 
circles, our last remaining great clas- 
sic event will continue to get better 
and better. This year it was surely 
the greatest spectacle ever, with a 
true International flavor, and the 
biggest crowds Simi has ever seen. 
Crowd control was excellent, there 
were abundant facilities. The course 
was challenging. 

After two days solid spent there, 
impression after impression goes 
through your mind, but the one we 
want toend up withis ‘‘only in Calif- 
ornia’’ as we think of Paul Hunt and 
Hoppy Hopkins talking race strategy 
in pouring rain under a violet umbrella 
with ‘‘Mary Poppins’’ written on it!

engine came to Wilkinson four years 
ago after he lost a big order for a 
250cc racing engine he designed 
around a Zundapp crankshaft. "Zun- 
dapp cranks were selling for about 





Twin ignition points are fixed directly to the 
rocking beam axle, a natural location, At 
idling rpm low-tuned (4:1 cer.) engine de- 
velops so much torque one can stand on the 
flywheel (left) until shoe smokes without 
slowing it down (we tried it), Engine is

$15 wholesale then. You couldn't 
begin to make one for that price." 
But when he asked for ten thousand 
cranks the Zundapp factory pleaded 
that their facilities were too small 
to meet the order. They could supply 
maybe a thousand. That wasn’t 
enough, so onto the shelf went the 
plans and the prototype for that 
powerplant, along with nearly a 
dozen other engine of Wilkinson de- 
sign, scratched by the cost factor. 

The chief expenditure in a two- 
cycle, Wilkinson’s specialty, is the 
crankshaft, “Why can’t you move the 
crank outside ‘of the lower end and 
make it easier?” thought Ray, and 
in the time it would take a normal 
person to draw a good sketch with 
a pencil, master machinest Wilkin- 
son, at the handles of his elaborate 
machine shop in El Monte, turned 
out the first Wiggle-Waggle engine, 
shown here. Ray claims he made the 
engine in one long evening. “Of 
course that includes hunting up the 
heads and barrels and pistons,” he 
says. 

Of course it fired on the first 
spin (Wilkinson possesses mechani- 
cal equivalent of a “green thumb”) 
and when we heard about it we 
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rushed to find our old friend the in- 
ventor bemused by the powerful howl 
of his creation, like a papa listen- 
ing to a lusty note in his newborn's 
throat. 

Our advice to Wilkinson was to 
have plans drawn up of the proto- 
type engine and offer them to en- 
gineering enthusiasts who wish to 
build their own versions. 

Now everyone who wants to pio- 
neer in motorcycle development can 
experience the thrill of building his 
own engine, from scratch, on a 


hobby-builder’s budget. Wilkinson’s 
plans can be followed by any com- 
petent machinist, and no heat treat- 
ing or castings are employed. If a 





reader has access to a lathe and 
milling machine, he can make the 
engine virtually for the cost of the 
plans alone ($15.), since most of 
the materials would be found in any 
shop. 

Asthe accompanying photographs 
show, the Wiggle-Waggle engine is 
a neat package of industrial design. 
The exploded view (please don't 
take that literally) shows that com- 
ponent parts are few and uncompli- 
cated. What the photos can't convey 
is the smooth, thunderous power the 
W-W seems to give. We say "seems" 
because we still find it hard to be- 
lieve all we have seen. If the W-W 
is so cheap to make, pleasing to the 
imagination and fun to run, you 
might ask, why doesn't Wilkinson 
keep it a secret until he can cash it 
in? Don't worry, the patent is pend- 
ing, but the inventor couldn't stop 
anyone from building a one-off copy 
anyhow, so he is simply offering to 
make it easy for them. We suspect 
he realizes also that all new ideas 
have room for development, and by 
encouraging people to write for the 
plans he can be in touch with ama- 
teur Wiggle-Waggle experimenters in 
the field. 

"This engine here is a testbed, 
a toy.” Ray adds, "I'm thinking 
about a 500cc cube eight using the 
wiggle-waggle principle. Now that 
would be the thing to manufacture." 





You who attended last weekend's Hopetown event, I'm sure, were thrilled 
by the riding of the local talent as well as that of the international riders, 
especially Torsten Hallman, three times world's Moto Cross champion in the 
250cc class. You might be surprised to know that Torsten's lap time of 2 min. 
52 sec. was the fastest ever recorded on the course for a 250cc machine, or, 
for that matter, for any machine of any size. On Sunday he was able to make 
an official lap time on his 360 Husqvarna of 2 min. 51 sec. Some of our Amer- 
ican riders are as good or could be as good, but you can see why the man 
was able to capture the world's campion title three times. 


In talking with Hallman, some of the 
riders were amazed at the rigid program 
he goes through for his season. Calis- 
thenics every day, running to keep his 
legs in shape, and riding for two or three 
hours every day. He stated he made in 
the neighborhood of 50,000 marks last 
year which is equal to approximately 
$12,000, and in his country this is quite 
a good living. With his two wins at 
Hopetown, he is going back home $800 
richer which isn't too bad in anyone's 
country! Checking over the records, we 
find the purse paid out for the Inter- 
national Moto cross at Hopetown this 
weekend was the largest purse ever 
offered in an event of this type in the 
country. 

When asked what he thought of the 
course Hallman said he felt the course 
was every similar to those he had com- 
peted on in Europe except for several 
of the long smooth straightaways. How- 
ever, all in all, he was very much im- 
pressed by the course and how smoothly 
the events were run. I think everyone 
will admit he is a professional and an 
outstanding rider. 

One of our local guys with some 
European experience this year in the 
6-day Trials, Malcolm Smith, gave Mr. 
Hallman a scare several times. Mal- 
colm was able to take the lead several 
times, not only in the 250cc event but 
also in the 500cc event. I’m sure many 
of the riders benefited by riding with 
Hallman and observing the way he han- 
dles his machine in the rough. 

The 500cc International event was 
run in three moto crosses, consisting of 
"I laps each over the approximate«3 mile 
course. Most were amazed to see how 
well Hallman was able to ride in the 
pouring-down rain and two or three inches 
of heavy mud. The joke on Sunday was 
that he brought his Swedish weather 
with him so he could eliminate some of 
the competition, and this he did! In the 
final moto cross, out of the 23 starters, 
only 8 finished the event, and Mr. Hall- 
man’s lap times only dropped two seconds 
in what one might say were terrible 
conditions. Fans and riders got their 
first real taste of international moto 
cross racing in this country, and now 
that they’ve had atasteof it,they would 
like to see more. 

We’re very happy the DirtDiggers 
Motorcycle Club saw fit to put on this 
event and expose the Southern California 
fans and riders to this type of compet- 
ition. We’re also happy to announce that 
the 1967 Hopetown event scheduled for 
November 11th and 12th, will also be

Why should a motorcycle dealer have 
to teach a customer how to ride a motor- 
cycle? Does anyone expect the man 
they buy their automobile from to teach 
them how to drive? Does an airplane 
salesman take time out of his busy day 
to teach a new pilot to fly the plane he 
has just purchased from him? Of course 
not, 

Yet every day across the nation, 
hundreds of new motorcycle riders are 
instructed in the rare art of cycle riding 
by semi-qualified retail store personnel. 
Is it any wonder that a lot of them fail 
to get home in one piece? 

Teaching beginners how to ride is 
no more than business of the overworked 
motorcycle dealer than issuing drivers 
licenses, but the shocking fact is, no- 
body else is qualified, or'set up to do 
the job! 

Nobody, that is, except Joe Rath and 
Bob Tatum. These two gentlemen happen 
to be Lieutenants on the Columbus, 
Ohio police force, and although neither 
has ever ridden motorcycles in the line 
of duty, both are avid after-hours cycle 
dubs. Last August 18 they incorporated 
some ideas they shared to form Ohio 
Motorcycle Driver Training Inc., a 
school to teach people how to ride the 





structors at $4 an hour, they put to- 
gether a 10-hour course that sells for 
$45. The object is to take a completely 
inexperienced motorcycle rider and put 
him (or her) through an intensive two 
hours in the classroom, followed by six 
hours of simulated road instruction, and 
then check his proficiency in two hours 
of riding with real traffic, with the in- 
structor following along on another bike. 
“This is the best way we know of to 
supervise a student. The instructor can 
teach two students at a time, and that’s 
how we hope to make a profit.” 

For experienced riders who want to 
just brush up on their “Road Wisdom”, 
OMDTI offers a four-hour course con- 
sisting of two hours of classroom “skull 
sessions"and two hours of supervised 
D riding. The short course only costs 

23. 

Naturally you would expect the 
School to be flooded with students. But 
the fact is, only ten, eight boys and 
two girls, have been graduated so far. 
There were four students being in- 
structed when Cycle News went to in- 
terview Bob and Joe two weeks ago. We 
asked them how the dealers in the area 
appreciated what they were doing? 

"They haven't responded too much," 
allowed Joe Rath. "Oh, they gave us 
bikes to use in the school, and what- 
ever safety pamphlets and so forth that

ner, is a clam, reflective type guy, nods 
“What we need are students,” between 
puffs-on his pipe. 

Lacking any professionally prepared 
lesson plan (except the motorcycle 
policeman’s manual, which is unsuitable 
for civilian training) the school has 
pieced together literature from insurance 
companies, motorcycle distributors and 
safety equipment manufacturers to make 
a curriculum. The Honda safety film is 
shown and discussed. But the course 
relies heaviest on lecture and demon- 
stration to do its job. 

“We are in the process of writing an 
instruction manual, based on what we 
have developed so far,” says Joe. 

What about the ten graduates? The 
school stays in close touch with them 
and so far, says Bob Tatum and Joe 
Rath proudly, "they all have a perfect 
safety record."

RAMS M.C. Desert Championship 


By Dick Wright 








November 13 was a great day for racing in the desert. Rain earlier 
in the week had packed the sand down and reduced the dust hazard 
about 50%. These ideal conditions attracted 350 entries (one of the 
largest number of riders in the desert in the last couple of months). 

Over-all winner, Ken Knudsen, #9 Open Expert on a Triumph, did 
not have it easy in chalking up this big win as the lead changed many 


times. 


It was a fast start in wide open ‘ter- 
ritory as the riders headed out for the 
first oftwo 4-mile loops with Bud Ekins, 
#78 on a Triumph Metisse leading the 
race to the smoke bomb. A couple of 
miles past the bomb the course got a 
little twisty with too many side trails 
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money that I've wasted was, when I 
joined the A.M.A. 

Several years ago, I started flying my 
own. plane and decided to join the Air- 
craft Owners and Pilots Association. For 
$13.00 I received a subscription to “The 
Pilot”, a monthly magazine which 
equalled any commercial publication in 
the field; a $700. life insurance policy 
(which increased each year until it was 
worth $1000.); a lapel pin, decal, and 
membership card; several other cards 
which were good for charge privileges 
and discounts on airport car rentals; the 
use of a special airplane finance and 
insurance company, a chart service, a 
vacation service and many other bene- 
fits. 

It's true the AMA does cost less, but 
for my money I received only two things. 
A notice advising me that they were out 
of pins and would mail one to me within 
six weeks, and a leaflet praising the 
lofty aims of the organization and ending 
in a pitch to join. How insulting can you 
get?! I guess so few people actually 
join the organization, (other than com- 
petitors), that even when I sent in my 
check, they couldn't believe it, and still 
insisted in sending me another applica- 
tion to see if I was really sure. 
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Have you noticed those pictures of 
Chuck Connors in the Bennelli ads? 
Seems to me that I remember the cowboy 
star astride a Japanese steed in some 
other photos only a few months ago. 
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Although rumors have persisted for 
quite some time, I understand that we 
finally will have a regular motorcycling 
program here in Los Angeles. The show 
will be a half-hour, weekly effort and 
will be broadcast on KTLA (Channel 5). 
Scheduled to start within the month, the 
show will cover all aspects of the sport 
from basic motorcycle instruction to rac- 
ing tips and results. 
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I can’t believe that Dave Ekins could 
really hold the record on the Tijuana—La 
Paz run ... I went to the scrambles at 
High Vista with him several weeks ago. 
Not only did his Bultaco-powered Rick« 
man Metisse not finish the race, but his 
Chevrolet-powered family sedan couldn’t 
even finish the trip back home. (I’m only 
ribbing, Dave.) 
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which caused the leaders to get lost. 
About this point, Knudsen, Bob Belt, 
#6 on a 250 Greeves, Rod Pack, #129 on 
a Triumph Bill Friant, #5 on a 250 Mon- 
tesa and a few more riders all found the 
right course and took off with the rest 
of the pack behind them. 

Friant turned up the wick and passed 
Pack, Belt and Knudsen in the rough, 
rocky terrain about ten miles out from 
the start, but his lead was short lived 
as Ken Knudsen powered past the Mon- 
tesa in a rough, rocky sandwash. 

At halfway point in the first loop, the 
lead had changed back and forth a num- 
ber of times with Friant finally taking 
the lead again when Knudsen made a 
wrong turn to the right and Friant built 
up a good lead coming into the gas 
check at the end of the first loop. 

At the check Friant stopped and took 
on gas. At this point, Larry Bergquist, 
who did not have to gas up, took over 
first place with Friant picking up sec- 
ond spot and Ken Knudsen coming out 
of the gas check in third spot. Also in 
this fast moving group was Bud Ekins, 
the smooth riding master of the desert, 
and Rod Pack and Lon Peterson who 
were moviné up. 

Bill Friant again took over the lead 
just before the dry lakes run when 
Bergquist broke his swinging arm in the 
rough terrain. Friant was flat out on the 
five-mile dry lakes stretch with his chin 
down on the tank of his Montesa when 
Ken Knudsen came by with that big 
Triumph turned allthe way up and patted 
him on the back as he passed! 

After the dry lakes the course headed 
uphill for a long, easy pull, but the 
downhill was a real frame breaker. It 
consisted of a steep trail about 300 
yards long with big boulders. At this 
point, by necessity, it was a single file 
because if you got off the trail the only 
thing you had to look forward to was a 
mouthful of boulders. 

After the downhill trail the course 
dropped into a real good sandwash. At 
this point hard luck hit Friant's engine. 
It stuck up on him while he was in 2nd 
place right behind Knudsen and within 
view of the finish area. 

Knudsen buzzed into the finish in 
1st place with Reed Price #25 Open 
Expert on a Triumph (who is Number 1 
rider in points standings this year in 
the desert) in hot pursuit. Behind Price 
was the fast charging Buzzy Hirst #8 
Open Expert on a Triumph. Rod Pack, 
who had been within striking distance 
of the leaders, came in for 4th place 
overall and 1st Open Amateur. 

The first 250 rider was Bill Thor- 
waldson #15X Expert on a Bultaco tak- 
ing 10th overall. He was able to hold 
his position with all the big bikes. which 
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speaks very highly of his riding ability 
on such a fast course. 

The course was very well marked 
with red ribbon on the 1st loop and yel- 
low ribbon on the 2nd loop, plus lots of 
lime. Also the Rams tried to cut down 
the dry lake run by having the course 
wind in and out of some of the mounds 
at the side of the lake which was ap- 
preciated by all the riders. With the 
weather on their side, the Rams pulled 
off one of the most successful runs at

TRAIL BIKES 


There was another large turn-out for 
the Trail Bike Class of about fifty rid- 
ers, which included a lot of new faces. 
They lined up at the same starting place 
as the big bikes, but started fifteen 
minutes later, and were going to run the 
first loop of 40 miles only. 

It was a good banner start, with the 
Morgan brothers and about five other 
riders grabbing the lead. Half-way 
through the loop, Jack Morgan had a 
little trouble with his bike and pulled 
over to the side, and Frank Morgan, #89 
on a Hodaka, turned up the wick and 
came in for the win. р 

There was a duel for second spot 
between Norm Benham, #301, Tom Fee, 
#323, and big Frank Wheeler, all on 
Hodakas. They diced back and forth 
through most of the run, with Norm Ben- 
ham finally taking second, Tom Fee 
third, and Frank Wheeler a hard-earned 
fourth. 

One of the first-time riders in the 
trail bike class was Sam Hernandez, 
with a Pie Plate number and a complete- 
ly stock Hodaka with street tires, street 
bars and rear light. Sam got off to a 
good start and was running in the group 
that was moving out in the lead, until 
half-way through the loop where it got 
rather rocky, and he popped his front 
tire. He was determined to finish, so he 
didn’t slow down, and rode the last half 
with a flat front tire, He came into the 
finish a respectable 13th, with the front 
wheel all bent up, the rear light broken, 
and both rear shocks bent up so bad 
that they looked like a used coat hanger, 
but he liked the ride and will be out 
next week just as everyone else will, 
because this is really the good desert 
Hare and Hound weather.
